Constantinople. Oct 2Í .Private advices from
an Armenian source report the occurrence of a

terrible massacre near Balburt. on the road be¬
tween Krzeroum and Trehizond. Those reports
allege that 600 Mussulman laizes, armed with
Martini-Henry rifles, and supported by the
Trklsh Inhabitants, made an unprovoked at¬
tack on the Armenian inhabitants of several
villages It is further alleged that a number
of young men ami women were burned ailw at
stakes, and that many women were outraged
and horribly mutilated After the ehnrchee had
been desecrated the Mussulman mob plllap«d
the villages and atole all the cattle and other
property ,>f value they c.uld carry off. It la
said on the same authority that over one hun¬
dred and fifty Armenians were killed. The In¬
habitants of theae villages had made applica¬
tion beforehand to the Governor of Balburt for
protection against th· raids of the Mussulmani,
but the Governor sent only three gendarmes,
who did not arrive until the murder and pillage
were over. It is said that the names of the
ringleaders in this outrage ar· known to the
authorities
The news of this latest outrage has made a

painful impresali.n In diplomatic circlea. and Is
rsarded as affording fresh evidence of .he
:· >ss;·}· fur prompt and energetic action on
the part of the Powers to prevent further out¬
rages by the swift punishment of those found
guilty.

mate that several hundred Armenians were
